, High blood pressure is more com- 
mon in'Women, but is more serious 
in men. The majority of women 
50 and older have high blood pres- 
sure, while most men do not de- 
velop it until past 60. 


A number of diseases affecting 


the kidney and endocrine glands ca- 
use high blood pressure, but most 
persons who have the condition ha- 
ve no other disease.

Its main eftects arc on 
the heart, brain or kidney. 


, High blood pressure is more com- 
mon in'Women, but is more serious 
in men. The majority of women 
50 and older have high blood pres- 
sure, while most men do not de- 
velop it until past 60. 


A number of diseases affecting 


the kidney and endocrine glands ca- 
use high blood pressure, but most 
persons who have the condition ha- 
ve no other disease.

Voluntary Food 
Rationing Way 
to Save Europe 


Washington, Sept. 15 —(/P>—Under 
Secretary of Agriculture Norris E. 
Dodd. said today voluntary ration- 
ing of food in this country'appears 
to be the only way to avert famine 
abroad and prevent the collapse of 
friendly European governments. 


He said such 
rationing should 
perhaps take these two forms: 


(1) A reduction by housewives in 


the purchase of livestock products 
such as meats, milk, butter, eggs 
and poultry. 


(2) A reduction by farmers 
in 


ceding of grain to livestock, par- 
icularly the use of less wheat for 
eed. 
. 


Dodd, who is acting as secretary 


n the absence of Secretary Ander- 
son from 
Washington, 
suggested 
voluntary rationing at a news con- 
!ercnee. He said th,at the govern- 
ment does not havp the power to 
mpose formal 
rationing or 
re- 
strictions on 
use 
of foods 
and 
grains. 


Dodd is the first administration 


)fficial publicly to advocate volun- 
,ary rationing. It has
